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Introduction 




A fortunate person is lie who begins t he clay and ends it 
with ihe remembrance of Aliaah Ta‘ala. By taking the name of 
Alluah Tn ala at the beginning of ihe day, one is asking for His 
assistance, so that one's entire day may pass with peace and 
irnmiuillily. Then , by taking the name of Alluah Ta'ala in the 
evening, one is reflecting upon the entire clay and giving 
thanks (Shukr) for all (he blessings and one is also seeking 
A I In ah Ta ala's protection from the evil of the darkness of the 
night. It is reported in the Hadith dial Kiraaman Kaaliheen 
(the two angels deputed al one’s side to record the good and 
evil deeds) also change their shifts in the morning and in the 
evening- How nice will it be if each ol these two times of a 
person is passed in the remembrance of Aliaah Ta nia, so that 
the person’s book of deeds for the day opens with the Zikr of 
Aliaah Ta'ala anti it ends with the 7.iki of Aliaah Ta'ala. 
Rasnlullauh (sailAllalui alaibi wasallam) has guided every 
human being by his blessed words and his actions, that they 
refresh their affinity with Alluah Ta'ala every morning and 
evening with the Zikr of Aliaah Ta'ala. livery morning and 
evening a Muslim remembers Aliaah Ta'ala thereby making 
Slniki unto Him for all the blessings that He bad bestowed and

Umar (rad hi Allaalm anhutna), wherein he reports that 
Rasulullaah (sallAllahu alailli wasallam) said: "That person for 
whom the doors oT -du'aa are opened, the doors of mercy arc 
already opened. The most beloved thing to Allaah Ta'ala is 
that l (is servant makes du'aa for Aaliyat (safety / peace),' 1 

Rasulullaah (sallAllahu alailli wasallam) also said: "Dli'aa 
benefits one against I lie misfortune and calamity that has 

already befallen one (i.e. as a means of consolation - il saves

one from further grid and misfortune), il also saves one from 
that misfortune which was about to befall one (i.e. it becomes 
a shield against forthcoming misfortunes). O Servants of 
Allaah!

Since wc arc now living in an age of misfortune and 
calamity, keep in mind the du'aas and ma'mokutis (practices) 
Of morning and evening as exemplified to us by Rasulullaah 
(sallAllahu alailli wasallam). 

The se du'aas will save a person, bis wealth, house and 
family from the evils of shaitaan and man. They are also a 
Ta'wcez anti a protection from every type of difficulty and 
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did 
d a 

in a du'aa. So if wc recite the morning du'aas, wc will be 
saved for tire entire day and il is also a means for our attaining 
peace and tranquillity. And if we recite the evening du'aas 
then we will be under the protection of Allah Ta'ala for the 
entire night, until the morning. These du'aas are also an 
excellent means for our being protected against black magic, 
evil spirits, nadhar (evil eye), fear in the heart, evil of an 


calamity, Nabi (sallAllahu alaihi wasallam) 
any necessity of man, except that be will fin 



enemy, etc. 


Every man and woman must make it their daily habit and 
practice to recite all the du'aas contained herein, alter Rijr and 
Asr Salaats or at any other lime during the morning and 
evening. If possible, one should also daily recite the last ten 
du'aas mentioned herein. These du'aas Tor protection are 
reported in the Ahaadith and by the pious predecessors. 




Since it is necessary that one fully concentrates when 
making du'aa, recite the du'aas will) taking note of their 
translations. In this way one will be fully aware of what one is 
asking for or seeking protection against. That boy or girl who 
is about to get married, should make reciting these du'aas a 
X daily habit, since it will, Insba-Allaah, save them from/ 
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impending disasters, the evil effects of jealous persons, cvi 
eyes, etc. 


The greatest benefit that one will obtain by reciting these 
du aas is that one's connection with Allaah TaTila will be 
strengthened. One will attain the pleasure of Allaah Ta'ala. 
We arc making a most humble plea that those du aas which 
emanated from the lips ol Rasulullaah (sallAllahu alaihi 
wasallam) -[wherein there is a request for all the good in this 
world and the Aakhuah and also seeking of protection from 
evils]- be made part of one s daily routine and habit. To have 
love for Rasulullaah (sallAllahu alaihi wasalkmi) is a condition 
of Imaaig and a necessary requirement for displaying this love 
is that when one is making Zikr, dtf aa, Salaat and Salaam etc, 
then it must he done in the mubarak way demonstrated by and 
in the words of Rasulullaah (sallAllahu alaihi wasalkun). All 
the du aas contained herein are drawn from the Qur'aan 
Shared or the Ahandith, hence one does not have to iook any 
further. Wc should all appreciate and value the du v aas that 
have been extracted from the life of Rasulullaah (sallAilahu 
alaihi wasallam), which he had recited in the morning and 
evening. Every male should make it his habit to recite these 
dtTaus before leaving for his office and every woman should 

t iake it her habit to recite the same before she begins her 
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aas and the U

housework. Sometimes alter reciting these du 
man/il, 011 c should blow onto the palms and pass it over one's 
body. In this same way one will blow upon children and the 
sick. Sometimes one may blow into a glass of water and drink 
it up nr one may give to someone who had a need for it. 
Similarly one should also make it a habit to daily recite 
Aayalul Kursi and l he three 'Quls 1 alter every Fardh SalaaL 
One should daily recite (he three 'Q ills' alter the Fuji and 
Maghrib Sulaals, ftisha-Allaah Ta nia this will save one from 
man v evils. 


Our Us t a ad Had In at Mufti Wali 11 assail Sahih 
(rahmatullahi alaih) used to mention a very astonishing thing. 
T he two Surahs that appear at the end of the Our nan Shareef 
have been placed there for a specific 'interest mg' reason, that 
tfi esc two Surahs will be of great necessity to the people that 
will appear close to Qiyaamah, because that will be a time of 
great fit n ah and trials - therefore, wc especially (since we are 
extremely close to Qiyaamah) should make it a daily habit to 
recite these two Surahs frequently. Another humble appeal and 
request is that whenever you recite these did aas kindly do 
remember the Ustaads and students of this Madrasah. Make 
du' aa Unit A 1 Utah Ta'ala may accept us all for His service until 
our lust breath and I hat He may enliven the effort ol

FURTHER ADVICE: 

1. Make every du'aa with linn conviction and faith that it 
will certainly he accepted Recite every word (daily recital) 
with this conviction dial its desired effect will come to the 
fore. 

2. Make a concerted effort to learn and keep in mind the 
meanings of all the tlu'aas, when reciting them. Try to 
memorise the Arabic words and die Eimlish mealtimes of 
the difaas, so that you may recite them without looking

into the kitaab. 

3. Another necessity for protection of wealth is that one 
should regularly give sadaqah and whatever zakaat is due. 

In this way Allaali Ta'ata will protect one’s wealth. One 
should also make sure that one’s earnings are Halaal. 
When you hear the Azaan proceed directly to perform 
Salaat. Do not earn llaraam wealth, because if it is mixed 
with the Halaal wealth, it spoils it. Do not cheat in 

^ business, because later on, (his ill-eolten wealth is lost and (t 
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because of the dissatisfaction o( the buyer, you will 
otil the Baikal, In short, to save oneself from calamities, it 
is also necessary lo not harm or inconvenience others, or 
usurp their rights. In the same way, if one usurps the rights 
of one’s sisters and little brothers alter the demise of one's 
father, by not giving them their rightful shares, one will 
experience set-backs and losses in one's wealth, and the 
doors of misfortune will open up. 

4. Together with daily reciting these clu'aas, the womenfolk 
must make it their habit to observe the Shara'i Hijaab, A 
woman must not come m I unit of any strange man, 
including cousins etc., without being Billy clad (in Sharu'i 
Hijaab). She must perform live daily Salaal. The men must 
make an effort to perform the live daily Salaat with 
Jamaal. When they hear the A/aan they must stop their 
businesses and proceed to the masjid. The same applies to 
women that when they hear "llayya Alas Salaal", they 
must stop their kitchen work and quietly perform their 
Salaat. 

5. With the practice of these dims, also keep the books like 
Munajaate Maqbool, Zariatul Wusool, Seventy Istighfar, 
Mustanad Majmooa Wazaail. Read a section from each 
daily or at least sometimes especially on I'riday.

INTRODUCTION 

AH praise be to Ailaah and peace and 
blessings be upon His Rasul. 

The aayaal (verses) of the Quruan compiled hereunder are generally 
known as Man/il in our family. The elders in our family were 
particularly punctual in reciting this Man/il I mm amongst oilier duaas 
and practices for protection and cure. Ii was customary to make special 
arrangements for the children of the lamily to commit llus Man/il to 
memory. 

Undoubtedly the aayaat of the O u nut n and those duaas that arc 
mentioned in die Ahaadhh are more elleetivc and bcnciidal than the 
wearing of a Tawce/. In the practice nl these amaliyaal preference must 
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he given to the Quraan and Ahaadith. The Noble Chief of Ihe AmbiyaTJ 
(A.S) Muhammad (SA W), has taught us duaas for every occasion of i 
our Decni (religious) and Dunyawt (worldly needs. In the experience of 
the Mashaaikh the reciting of certain aayaai and duaas for particular 
purposes has also been proven to be successful. 

The reading of the Manzil has heen confirmed lo be extremely 
effective for protection against the evil influence of Jinn, Sihr 
(witchcraft, sorcery etc ), arid other evils. These aayaat of the Quraan 
have also heen mentioned with a slight variation in the number of aayaat, 
in the books AlQowlul Jamcel and the Behesliti Zewir, Shah Waliullah 
Muhaddith Dehlawi (R,A.). writes in his book AIQowlul lamed that 
there are these thirty three aayaat which ward' off Lhe effects of Sihr 
(witchcraft), and that they arc a protection against the Shayaateen 
(devils), thieves and harmful wild beasts. In Beheshli Zwcir Hadhrat 
Moulana Ashraf Aft Thanwi (R.A.), writes that if one suspects anyone to 
be afflicted by die evil elTccts of the Jinn then these aayaat should be 
written and made up as a Tawccz, then hung on the victim's neck, so I hat 
the Tawccz be mplace of a pendant, near the heart These aayaat should 
be read and infused into the water by blowing thereon and subsequently 
sprinkled onto the victim. II this effects in a house then this water may be 
sprinkled inside and outside the four corners of the house. 


Therefore it was fell that it would 
simplify this task if these aayaat were primed separately. It should be 
considered, and borne in mind that the effectiveness of the recital of 
these aayaaL and duaas as a practice Tor speefic purposes depends on [he 
sincerity, undisturbed and earnest devotion of lhe reader. The 
effectiveness of the response lo duaas is relative to the determination of 
one's conviction and the depth of one's sincerity with which duaas arc 
made.
